This geographically remote and culturally varied 
Oriental Jewish community, was, until very re- 
cently, one of the least known in the Jewish world, 
although it traces itself with chronological con- 
tinity to a single locale for more than 2,000 

ars. Yet the Soviet Republic of Georgia, by even 
the most conservative figures, contains many more 
Jews than can now be found in Belgium, Italy, 
Netherlands, Turkey, Mexico, Chile, or Morocco, 
and by more Hberal estimates, approximately the 
number found in Hungary, Iran or Australia. 


The 1959 Soviet census claimed 62,000 Jews in 
Georgia, whereas the 1970 Soviet census (although 
not categorized to provide a final figure of Jews 
in Georgia) suggests’ a population in excess of 
60,000, Some claim that there are as many as.

HE Synagogue of Eshtemoa was the first to be 

discovered south of Jerusalem, It {s situated 14 
kilometres south-south-west of Hebron, in the Arab 
village of es-Samuna — biblical Eshtemoa — men- 
tloned in the book of Joshua, chapter 15, verse 
50, as part of the inheritance of Judah. Chapter 
21, verse 14, refers to Eshtemoa and its suburbs 
as one of the districts assigned to the children of 
Aaron the priest, while [ Chronicles, chapter 6, 
verse 67, reads “Ta the song of Aaron they gave 
the cities of Judah, namely Hebron the elty of re- 
fuye, Libnah with her suburbs, and Jattir, and 
Eshtemoa, with their suburbs,” 


The town continued to be of importance during 
David's time when, according to 1 Samuel, chapter 
30, verse 28, David sent part of the spoil of his 
vietory over the Amalekites at Ziklag “unto the 
elders of Judah, to them which were in Beth-el, 
aud to them which were in south Ramoth, and to 
them which were in Jattir.. and to them which 
were in Eshtemoa,"”

An interesting sidelight reveals that in 1937 Pro- 
feasors Reifenberg and Mayer reported the finding of 
another rare ‘‘broadhouse” synagogue at Khirbet Su- 
siya, three kilometres east of es-Samua. This one, 
with particularly beautiful mosaic pavements, has 
been excavated by a team of archaeologists headed 
by Shmaryahu Guttman. 

Eshtemoa's synagogue, dating from the fourth cen- 
tury C.E., illustrates ari intermediate stage between 
the majestic edifices of the second and third centr 
nes C.E. — mostly seen in Galilee and the Golan — 
with flagstoned floors, grand pillars and gigantle, 
carved lintels, and those of the fifth and sixth cen-

THE “Uganda Affair" came to mind when a recent 

{tom in The Jerusalem Post roported that Mr, 
Havis Stein, a director of Tahal's Consulting En- 
Fincers subsidiary, has signed a contract in Kampala, 
the Ugandan capital, for the development of the 
backward Karamoja district on bohalf of the govern- 
ment of Uganda. The Tahal men helleved_that Kara- 
moja was the very part of Uganda that Chamberiain 
had offered Her#l as a sort of substitute Jewish 
State in lieu of Palestine. They were mistaken, but 
then so was Chomberlain himsclf, und his inistake 
has been perpetuated in all the historical records, 
which univorsally describe the oplsode xs “The 
Uganda Plan." 


What are the facts behind the affair which has 
assumed all the attributes of a legund in the annals 
of Zionism? 

The turn of the century marked Herzl's first ef- 
forts to obtain a territory for the Jawish pasople. 
He and the other Icadersa of Zionism wore engaged 
In ramified negotiations to obtain Palestine. In view 
of the blenk outlook, they were looking also for 
some substitute that would be near anough the an- 
cient Homeland to kindle the enthusiasm of the 
Jewish people. Various schemes were under consi- 
deration —- the “ΕἸ Arish-Sinai Plan,” the ‘'Chaldea 
Plan," and even the “ Zyprus Plan.” The latter raised 
in Herzl's mind a wild dream that once ensconced 
in Cyprus the Jews would be near enough to "take 
Palestina force as they did once before," 8 
dream which according to his diary he stifled the 
very noxt morning. 

The Ottoman Sultan who controlled Palestine was 
not receptive to the “Palestine Plan.” Chaldea was 
dismis by the Zionist leaders themselves. Cyprus, 
Joseph Chamberlain had informed Herzl, waa “im- 
possible” and the El Arish scheme, the nearest to 
the final goal, was also shelved when an enquiry 
commission found that settlement there would only 
be practicable if water were made available, while the 
Egyplians refused to divert Nile waters for Jewish 
settlors, 

Meanwhile the situation of the Jewish masses in 
Eastern Europe was becoming grave. After’ the in- 
famoug Kishineyv pogrom of 1903, refugees 
were clamouring for o haven. England, with its al- 
ready sizeable Jewish immigration, was a natural 
goal for them. The British government both knew 
and wished to avoid this, 6 “Royal Commission

Little is known about Chamberlain's attitude to 
Jews, although one reliable contemporary Journalist 
quotes him as saying that he could respect all 
races but one, the Jews, “because they are physical 
cowards.” But it may be assumed that it was of 
their industry and business acumen that he was 
thinking when his journey down the Uganda Rail- 
way gave him the notion that its fl ging revenues

WHat did the Uganda Plan achleve? On the nega- 

tivo sidethereis no doubt that it broke Heral's 
heart, physically as well as figuratively, and cantri- 
buted to his premature death jin 1904, even beture the 
scheme itself was buried. It also brake up the concord 
between the Jews of the West and those uf Kastern 
Europe which Herzl had worked so hard to achieve. 
It split the Zionist Organization, though the spilt 
was finally allowed to heal. It fanned anti-Semitic 
passions Rmong the settlers of Bast Africa, and 
though this had perhaps little practical infinenece, anti- 
Semitism was not a phenomenon to be welcomed by 
the Jewish people. On the other hand, the scheme 
also left a positive legacy. Through it Herz! and the 
Zionists achteved their first uscful contacts with the 
British Government, leading to the British involve- 
ment with Zionism, an involvement that finally led to 
the Balfour Declaration. With the Uganda Plan, too, 
the first racognition waa given ta the legitimacy of 
Jewish aspirations to independent Statehood. 

It is worth mentioning that The Jernsalem 
Post report last month of Tahal's undertaking to 
develop the Karamoja region of Uganda was picked 
up by the Kampala press.

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OR niost Americans, famillarity 

with contemporary Israell prose 
will probably begin with the volume 
under review, And if the publisher 
follows ita normal distribution pro- 
cedure, the book will recelve mass 
circulation. 


This is not to suggest that one 
morning Tsracli authors will wako 
up to find themselves belong dis- 
cussed by mitlions of Ainerlcans. 
But it Ja notable that for the firat 
time an anthology from Isracl will 
tench a saturation audience. There- 
fore, It Is In place to discuss just 
what has been chosen as represan- 
tative of contemporary Hebrew 
prose, or at least a sampling of 
the best aa viewed In 1966 when 
the sctection was made and the 
trek towards publication begun.

Lilting English 


Ezra Spicehandler translated 
Halm Hazoz'’s “Shiult Genuza” 
mua ΠΡ] (Hidden Puddle") In 
a lilting English, o falrly suc- 
cessful attempt to capture the 
shteti dialect.

HE tension between nature and 

civilization, spontaneity and ra- 
tional control, is as old as man 
himself. Map is the story of pul- 
ling himself up from the animal, 
yet we all fear ending up in the 
dehumanized civilization of 1984. 
Technology, on one hand, frees man 
from the limitations that Nature 
imposes, allowing him to be more 
human, At the same time, by dis- 
connecting him from his instinctual 
self, it makes him less human. 


“It is exactly this conflict Into 
which we are drawn in reading 
Kate Mlllett’s “Sexual Politics” (New 
York: Doubleday and Co. ($7.95) and 
Shulamith Flrestone’s “The -Dialec- 
tic of Sex" (Toronto: Bantam Books. 
$1.25). We are foot-soldiers on this 
road to greater technology. From 
deep In a primitlve cave Norman 
Mailer, in his “The Prisoner of Sex” 
(Boston: Little Brown and Co. $5.95), 
flings arrows at the women on the 
road. 


Ostensibly, Kate Millett is not 
fighting “nature" but rather the 
“unnatural” institutlon of patriar- 
chy, man’s subjugation of woman 
and his conspiracy to keep her 
down. In order to keep women sub- 
servient, men have perpetuated 
myths about women's “natural” 
function and temperament, These 
have been internalized in women 
themselves, making them Into “νο- 
luntary slaves.” 


The characteristics of “passivity, 
ignorance, docility, ‘virtue’ and in- 
effectuality" have been fostered in 
women (in contrast to the mascu- 
line tralts, “aggressive intelligence, 
force and efficacy”) tn order to per- 
petuate male rule. However, Millett 
is not just out to eliminate tho 
Oppreasive aspects of patriarchy, to 
gain better jobs and cqual legal 
rights for women. She wishes to do

away with all the accomplices in 
this patriarchal conspiracy. This 
means the overthrow of the family, 
the eradication of sex role and tem- 
perament. The end of patriarchy 
comes to mean the end of any but 
the most obvious differences be.~ 
tween the sexes. 


“Wor the sexes are inherently In 
everything allke save reproductive 
systems, secondary sexual charac- 
teristics, orgasmic capacity and 
genetle antl morphologival struc- 
ture." 

This, in effect, divorces sex from 
the whole person and denies the 
domination of the natural or the 
biologically given. Just as skin 
colour ls thought to have no bear- 
ing on the larger personality, Mil- 
lett feela that sex should also be 
seen as having little influence on 
the make-up of the whole human 
‘being. Sex then becomes one more 
removable part from a machine 
image of man with the result that 
It has little to do with the relation- 
ships between human beings. We 
are also catapulted into an andro- 
gynous world where being born 
with male or female genitaila iy 
peripheral to everything, even, final- 
ly, to one’s choice of sexual partner, 

Modern contraceptives have al- 
ready severed us from Nature's 
cycles and purposes in reproduction. 
One more step and we have the 
complete disconnection of sex and 
reproduction from human beings 
with the development of test-tube 
babies. 

Not only her system but also 
Millett's tone turns with acorn 
upon the biological, One hears It, 
for example, when she says: 

“In terms of activity, sex role 
ansigna domestic service and at- 
tendance upon infants to the 
female, the rest of human achleve- 
ment to tho male. The Umited 
τοῖο allotted the female tends to 
arrest her at the level of the 
blofogical experience. Therefore 
nearly 811} that can be described 
as distinctly human rather than 
animal activity...

From 
January 1973, its use will no longer 
pe allowed in liner Londen primary 
gchoold, Thal, nt lvast, ls the stated 
intention of the Inner Landon Edu- 
cation Authurily. But It [x certain 
that the adhalrers and practitloners 
of caning will not relinquish the 
right to beat without a battle. 

The only education tuthority In 
Britain which previously attempted 
a ban was Cardiff and the Welsh there 
had to back down In the face of 
massive teacher oppusition. That wag 
In 1968, Last week, the scerctary of 
the Cardiff branch of the Natlonal 
Union of Teuvhera described uboll- 
tloniats as “a lunatle fringe,’ The 
councillor why proposed the ban has 
since emigrated. 

Many teachers have described the 
London ban as ill-timed and hasty 
even though discussions about It 
began four years ago, and schoola 
have been given yet another year to 
“adjust their disciplinary arrange- 
ments.” 

It is true that the ban was 
announced at a most inopportune 
moment, Already, many teachers are 
worrled about the raising of the com- 
pulsory school leaving age from 15 
to 16 In 1973. They fear that they 
will just not be able to cope with 
bored tosnagers forced to spend 
another 12 months In overcrowded 
classrooms and inadequate buildings. 
During the past month, thelr feara 
have been exacerbated by 8 fatal 
stabbing incident in the playground 
of a London secondary school, which
